During the early post— 1 independence era, because of 
the pressure wailed, by berth the economic growth and social 
demp^H , there was suddqn expnnqion in the agriculture 1 educ “i'.r. c 
The number of .■sgrdeult'Sral and. vet'rinary colleges doubl'd 
during the period from 1953 to 1 jbO 3 The rate of invcstnrnt in 
Agricultural Education was, however, nob conoensurate with its 
expnrwion and growth, As a consequence, there was a certain 
decline- in the standards of quality of education. The education 
offered was not oriented to meet the needs of economic progress 
and the change that was overt a lei ng the country. It vaa soon 
realised thet both the system of education as well ns the set up 
of the institution in the field of agriculture nnd animal 
sciences needed to be reorganised to serve as an. effective 
vehicle for agricultural progress end development. 

Having reviewed various education systems in vogue in 
different countries with the halp of a number of high level 
expert committees. it was decided to establish the agricultural 
universities and to adopt course credit system of agricultural 
education characterised by internal evaluation and integration 
of teaching research and o-rteunLcn. The Tndlap Agricultural 
heseOrch Institute, Hew Delhi was the first to adopt the new 
system with sctablisbm«nt of F.G, school in 1958 when the 
institute was given the status of a deemed University imder 
U.G.C, Act. The first Agri. University was established at 
Pantnagar at UP in I960. The new system provides considerable 
degree of flexibility and opportunity to the students and 
teachers for specialisation and keeping pace with the agricul¬ 
tural progress in the country. The advantages of the Systran 
was soon recognised by the planners and administrators. 13 Agri» 
Universities have coma into existence in twelve States, where 
the new system has been adopted with great success. It may be 
noted that except Madras, every major State in Tndda, has 
passed the necessary legislation for establishing agricultural 
univciSity. It in expected that within a few months Madras 
also will fall in linn. 

A largo n'mihar of agricultural colleges universities 
affiliated to the other universities, the old system of 
agricultural education is in operation. At present these 
institutions are finding themselves handicapped as they are not 
able to keep pace with the rate of progress being echierved by 
the Agricultural Universities . It may be possible for the 
Faculty of Agriculture in the other universities to introduce 
si mil or ref ocua, if adequate steps are taken to try to reorient 
method of teaching. This would involve integration of research, 
teaching and extension education a:vi more intensive teaching 
with greater participation in pr-ctical training. It is 
suggested that few such univevsur Los may take up projacts to 
reorient teaching programmes in the faculty of agriculture on 
the 11 nos of agricultural universities as an educational 
experiments <

The expenditure on such functions varies from university to university

In residential institutions, convocation is held centrally by the 
university. In the affiliating universities the pattern varies. In the 
universities of Agra, Andhra, Jabalpur, Jvmrru, Kanpur, Meerut, Panjab, Punjabi, 
Ravi Shankar and Rajasthan, the post-graduate degrees are awarded at the uni¬ 
versity convocation and the under-graduate degrees are awarded at the respec- 
ctive convocations of colleges, Jh the University cf Delhi, the convocation 
for the post-graduate and other higher degrees is held in the university end 
tho under-graduate degrees ere distributed by the respective colleges in their 
special functions ( which however are not known as convocations). 

Most of the Indian Universities have reteined the traditional 
academic robes: go™, hood and cap.

The Chief . - 
guest ie thereafter taken to the rebing room where he is act by 
Chancellor and the members of tho Senate and the Deans of the various faculties 
In some universities before the convocation there is a meeting of the Syndicate 
to sup lie ate and pass the gTocos, Thereafter the academic procession is 
formed and proceeds to the convocation hall or the pandal. The Chancellor 
presides over the convocation. Ih bis absence Vice-Chancellor takes his placm. 
In most of the universities gradisnds take pledges and there is exhortation 
by the ChancallorA’ice-ChaTicellDr, In Visva Bhirati 'Saptaparni 1 leaves are 
also given to graduands at the time of conferring of degrees. The convocation 
is hold in the open air and the Upaeharaya gives updesh and the ashras song 
and Peace Hymn are also sung in the traditional style. At the AUgaih Muslim 
University, there are recitation from the Holy Quran. Invariably invocational 
songs ar.e sung in one form or the other at tho beginning of the function. lit oil 
universities. 

Tho question of changing the academic robes at the cinvocation 
has engaged the attention of the universities for some time. Bangalore has 
recently appointed a Committee to consider those questions in detail.

The Ministry of Education & Youth Services have informed 
the Cotmnlssioh that they have come across a case where the Udaipur 
University have recognised the 'Bharat!' degree of the Mahlla Gram 
Vlrtyaplth, Allahabad as equivalent to B.A. degree for purpose of 
ndnisslon to M.A. or B.Ed. classes. The 'Bharatl' degree has not 
been recognised by the State Government of UJF. or any other Stcte 
or Central Government for purposes of employment under them. They 
have also guoted another case where a candidate who passed the 
'Bharatl' examination of the Mahlla Grem Vidyaplth, Allahabad and 
B.Ed. of Udaipur University has claimed Mib post of a Bji.B.T. 
teacher in Delhi, The Ministry of Education & Youth Services have 
sucaested that n uniform procedure In the matter of recognition 
should be adopted In such cases by universities and that the matter 
may be considered by the UGC and the views of the Commission 
communicated to the Ministry. 

It may be pointed out that the universities aro autonomous 
bodies p.nd recognition of degrees is done by the universities 
themselves for purposes of admission to higher courses. The 
'Bharatl' degree has not been specified by the Commission under the 
UGC Act. As such, any institution can award It. The question of its 
recognition an equivalent to B.A. degree Is for the university 
itself to decide. This natter could perhaps be taken up by the 
Inter-University Board of Indin & Ceylon, 

The matter la placed before the Connisslon for 
consideration.

"The discussion In this behalf resolved mBinly 
around two issues: (a) the desirability in 
academic terms of specifying the tine limit fnr 
full-time students; (b) the implications of such a 
decision in respect of the eligibility of students 
fer elective offices in universities." 

The Board, while accepting the preposal in principle, 
resolved to refer the matter again to the Standing 
Committee for working out the details. 

The Stan dine Committee at its meeting held on 0th .Ipril, 1971 
considered the matter and resolved as fnllows:- 

"In view of the fact that the U.G.C. had already 
addressed the universities in regard to this matter, 
the Committee felt that the office should collect 
information from these universities as to the 
practices followed as well ns prrpnseri. After this 
information has been pooled and classified, the 
Standing Committee would like to consider this 
proposal further." 

Accordingly a circular wns sent to universities for 
eliciting necessary information on the subject. Replies frc-;a 
53 universities/institutes have been received. Out of 
then, 30 universities/institvtes have imposed a tine limit 
for purposes of studies in a course. These universities/ 
institutes are: University of Agricultural Sciences, Andhra 
Frartesh i.gricultural University, A.f.

The Committee considered the note prepared in the office 
of the Ccmrdssiou. The Cvninittee was informed that' during the course 
of the discussion in the loll Sabha with regard to the legislation 
to enable the private students to appear for Delhi Uoiversity 
eypm-trmtt<vm' for degrae course, a great pressure was exerted for 
throwing open this facility to students from all over the country. 

The Education Minister, however, resisted the jresgure and gave an 
assurance that the XEC will be requested to consider the question 
of advising other univox-sities to extend facilities to students to 
appear as external students in the university e^n-inations. It was 
pointed out that in Delhi University this facility was restricted 
to students residing within the territorial jurisdiction of the 
University. The Delhi University did not propose to m^ke any 
distinction in the degree awarded to regular students and the 
extex-xo.1 students as was being done in the case of students in the 
Cwxreepondence course. It was also pointed out that in M a <ihva Pradesh 
the facility to students to appear at university examinations 
privately had been allowed by all tho universities.

A fear -was expressed that by allowing students to appear 
dn l’niwraity e.*ai.1 not ions privately, Inving no-contact whatsoever 
with the university, would dilute the standards of education, it 
would also encourage the muahrocn growth of teaching shops in 
different areas. The students will not have the advantage of insti¬ 
tutional education. There would he a danger of the examinations 
being conducted in a vwxy perfunctory runner because of the large 
richer of scripts. Is this connection it was stated th.it the enrohr.-. 
in higher education was rising at a tremendous pace and it was net. 
per Bible to cope with increasing demand for adnir.sions by opening t'nr, 
institutions because-of the scarcity of resources. On account of the 
explosion in mTnbers, even some of the regular institutions wore nr 
better thorn teaching shops. It was very difficult to withstand the 
pressure for admissions and the standards of higher education were 
already coming down. On the other hand, if the students vers allowed 
to appear privst^rin exominotions, the pressure for admission in 
regular institutions would ease. It would also enable the poor and 
meritorious students to have the benefit of higher education, which 
they would not otherwise have. The Committee in this connection nov 
the following recuu-endations of the U3C made in 1959 and the view o: 
the Inter-University Board of India & Ceylon thereon:- 

"H. ecamm^ndations of the DQCl 

1. Permission to appear as private candidates be given only te 
ca-ndi dates in subjects concerned with Humanities where no 
practical test is required provided the following conditior

Resolution adopted by the ITBl 

The Board is of opinion that Private Studies are no 
substitute for education in a college, but, if it is felt 
by Bone universities, in special circ instances (e.g, 
association with a teaching instifcuion or the handicap of 
residing in an educationally backward aroa or social or 
ecnnivnic difficulties or lack of accommodation in the 
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existing colleges) candidates may be permitted to appear 
for pu bli c examinations without attending colleges under 
the conditions laid down by the University Grants 
Cornin'*^sion with the amendments mentioned below;— 

Clausa (ii) - Delated. 

Clause (v) - to be worded as follows: 

Degrees will be awarded by the University to such candidates 
preferably after passing an examinat Lon different from the 
examination taken by a regular collegiate student, and such 
degrees be denoted a3 external degrees. 

The Standing Comndttee at its meeting held on December 2, 
1970 considered the matter and resolved that the matter 
may be decided by individual universities. B 

It was felt that the views expressed by the Inter-tbivnrsity Board 
had better validity now in view of the explosion in numbers and 
increasing demand for admission in universities and colleges. 

After considerable dlsoussiona, the consensus was that 
ideally it would be desirable to have education in universities end 
colleges and for this purpose more universities and colleges should 
bo established to cope with the increasing demand for admissions. 
However, if this wr.s not possible due to lack of resources, emphasis 
should be on the introduction of correspondence courses aB these 
provided a contact between the students and the University through 
contact classes, lectures and valuation of the lessons received by 
the students, However, if there were sane difficulties for the 
university^may liberalise its rules to allow students to appear 
privately in university examinations. This facility may be 
restricted to the respective jurisdiction of the University so as 
to enable the university to keep this facility within manageable 
limits. Limiting of the facility to the jurisdiction of the 
University was also suggested in view of the medium of instruction 
at the undergraduate level. It would, however, be very desirable 
end necessary that there should be some sort of link between the 
students and the University as in tbs case of correspondence' courses, 
This link could be in the shape of regular broadcasts on the 
“11-India Radio, provision of library facilities to the students and 
through suggesting reading material in the radio broadcasts. The 
Ci'"' i i , ttee noted in this connection that even in the "open university" 
concept also there was ft considerable prevision for contact between 
the students and the university. 

With regard to the provision of facilities by central 
universities to students to appear privately in the university 
exominationa it was felt that it would be desirable for the AMU 
and BliU to maintain their present character. Their jurisdiction 
over-lapped with that of the Agra and Gorakhpur Universities 
respectively. If these two Universities were willing to allow 
students to appear privately in university examinations, 
the AMU and BHU may not extend this facility.

"The meeting also discussed the possibility of 
woman/girls appearing as private candidates at 
all the explications conducted by the univer¬ 
sities, It was noted that several universities 
iiad already made a provision for wonen/girls 
appearing as private candidates, though in 
most of these universities, age lir.it was 
prescribed and the condition of residence was 
laid down. It was suggested that Inter- 
University Board may be approached to waive the 
condition of residence in. the case of women/ 
girls candidates and in so far as the age limit, 
is concerned, it may te Prescribed that the 
candidate should not be below i6 years of age, 
without specifying the upper age limit," 

The above item was considered by the Board at its 
46th annual meeting held at Patna from 14th to 16th 
February, 1971, when it "resolved to refer the 
matter to the Standing Committee for further 
consideration and meanwhile the opinion of the 
universities be sought,"

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Tha hifftoiy Tjf the present Sports Committor can be traced to the 
26^,1! annual meeting of the Intcr-I>Awmtty Sports Board of India held at 
Bombay in May, 1966 when; 

■The Chairman moved a proposal to set up a Spcuts Advisory Ccjonttec 
consenting of the Chairman, the Secretary, the Aeatt, Secretary 
(Sports) and 4 others (one to be nominated by the Chairman from 
each zone for a term of one year) to assist and advise the IUSB 
in matters referred to it.” 

The Sports Board passed the following resolution:- 

TResolved to set up an Adviaoiy Committee as proposed with authority 
to the Chairman to co-opt more members, if necessary". 

At its 27 th aimwi meeting held at Hyderabad in April 196 ", the 
Sports Board passed the following resolution converting the Sports Advisory

Thereafter the Medical Council of India, intimated to the University, 
reiterating its oarliar decision, that in the interest of maintaining 
prrper standards of Post-graduate Medical Education and to avoid any 
complications that night arise dUB to non-recognition of a Post- 
Graduate qualification granted by any University, it is advisable that 
the authorities of euch institutions may seek the prior approval and 
advice of the Medical Council of India before starting Post-Graduate 
Courses, so that the Council nay satisfy itself with regard to the 
adequacy or otherwise of the facilities provided there for the 
training of Post-graduates in the respective specialities. The 
Syndicate of the University considered this natter again and while 
reiterating its earlier decision t hey were of the opinion that the 
advice of the Medical Council of India, would certainly be taken into 
consideration when it would be necessary. This decision of the

The University of Qjocnsland also 
has a separate B.Ed. course and the University 
itself does not consider the Diploma course as 
equivalent to its B.Ed, degree. Those Diploma 
holders who Join B.Ed. are only given some credit 
for the work done. As such, it cannot be recognised 
as equivalent to the B.Fd. degree of Indian 
Universities. It ray, however, be recognised as 
equivalent to corresponding ono-yrar Rost-graduate

It may be stated that in the University of 
Qicnnsland under the Faculty ol Rduraticn,, 
there are the following courses* (l) B.Ed.(Hons); 

(2) B.Hd.; and (3) DiplosE in Education. 

The B.Ed. may be taken either as a first or second 
degree course. The duration is 3 years and candidates 
have to obtain 10 units of credit by passing the 
specified courses. 

A graduate student trill be required to obtain only 
five units of credit. Those who have a Diploma in 
Fducation have to obtain only three units of credit. 

For 3.Ed. (Hons.) candidates have to spend an extra 
year. 

The Diploma in Education of the University of 
Queensland is a fuH-time post-graduate course of 
1 year’s duration intended for those wishing to 
train for teaching in secondary schools. 

The subjects of study for this Diplona Course are: 

(1) Principles of i=iucation- (2) Educational 
Psychology) (3) General School 1st hod; (4)Australi an 
Education; (5) Measurement ir. Education; (6)Special 
ftethods in Secondary School subjects; (7) one 
elective subject. 

Candidates have also to attend courses in Physical 
Education, Art, Music Appreciation, Audio-visual 
aids. 

Further, they have also to complete course of practici 
teaching comprising (a) attendance at demonstration 
lessons; (b) periods of teaching practice totalling 
not less than 10 weeks and pass in such tests in 
Practical Teaching as are set. 


To consider the letter received from the Election Cbrnmissicn of 
India in the matter of recognition of Oriental Titles awarded 
by the Universities of AnnanBlai and J&dras as equivalent to a 
degree for purposes of elections from the "Graduate Constituency” 
whoxever such constituencies exist. 

Note:- The natter was earlier considered by the Standing 
Committee at its meeting held on December 2,1970 
when it resolved that fuller inforifaLion about 
similar courses in ether univarsities be collected 
and the views of the other timbers of the Board 
be obtained and the matter be then referred to the 
next meeting. 

Accordingly universities (excluding Engineering and 
Agricultural Universities and five IITs) were 
addressed a circular letter for eliciting necessary 
information in this behalf. Replies from 59 
universities have been received. Out of then, 40 
universities state that they do not conduct Qriaital 
Title courses (University of Jabalpur states that 
it recognises certain oriental title examinations 
and degrees of Institutions/Universities), However, 
19 universities state ttat they conduct co'irses 
for the Oriental Title examinations. These are: 
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Indian Universities, He further feels that it will 
have one inherent shortcoming which he states in the 
following wordsi 

"When the question of recruiting the graduates, taught 
under the new syllabus, will come, I doubt any special 
preference will be given to than than those who had 
their groundings exclusively either in Botany or in 
Zoology. Because still the advertisements appear under 
the'■'aiiepVrun.. 0 f the U.P.S.C. or the University 
Department ask for persons with specific requirements 
to Zoology and to Botany and not to Biology as such. 

Until curriculum of all the universities is nudernised 
and Botany-Zoology are reoriented as Biology, this 
limitation of the Ifedurai University Graduates will 
bound to arise." 

fcof. U.S. Srivastava, University of Allahabad, states 
that m -the basic courses in Biology which have been 

included in the syllabus, .are very appropriate 

and more or less in line with those in the syllabi 
of M.Sc. in Zbology (and perhaps Botany) of most Indian 
Universities. He further feels that "with such a 
syllabus, one would presume that most of the actual 
Botany and Zoology will be covered at the undergraduate 
level. Now, while a minority oi the M.£fc. 's in 
Biological Sciences go for research, the majority goes 
for teaching. This means that when M.Sc.'s with the 
proposed courses go for teaching B.Sc. classes, their 
training in the subjects which they will have to teach 
will be of the B.Se. level. This will adversely affect 
the attainments of the future students of biology. 

In view of the above, I would suggest that while the 
bulk of courses in Biology iray be retained as proposed, 
in addition, at least two papers should be included 
(in place of the one giv*ihere» No.11 on page 3) which 
nay cover purely Zoological or Botanical subjects." 

The University Grants Qjmnisslon had written to the 
Ministry of Home Affairs in this behalf as follows) 

"The course according to Madurai University Is 
equivalent to M. Sc. (Botany and Zoology) degrees 
awarded by other universities in India. The course 
in question is on the lines of the reconmendations 
irede by the Education Ooirmisslon set up by the 
Government of India and is also in line with the 
general thinking of the University Grants Cbnmlssion 
on this natter.

"I am directed to state that under the provisions of Article 171{3)(b) 
of the Constitution, certain number of members in the Legislative 
Councils, where they exist, are elected by electorate consisting of 
persons residing in the State who have been for at least three years 
Graduates of any University in the territory of India or have been 
for at least three years in possession of qualifications prescribed by 
or under any law made by Parliament as equivalent to that of a graduate 
of ary such University. The State Governments concerned, with the concur¬ 
rence oi the Election Commission, notify from time to time the quali¬ 
fications which shall be deemed to be equivalent to that of a graduate . 
of a University in the territory of India. 

The Commission has l.id down the following criteria for deciding 
whether the qualifications can be deemed to be equivalent to that 
of a University degree for purposes of registration os electors in 
graduates' constituencies:- 

(ij The cour;e culminating in any diploma or other qualification should 
cover a minimum period of four years study after Matriculation or S.5.L.C. 
or any other qualifications equivalent to this. 

(iij A course wic'i does not cover a period of four years study but for 
W:ich a period of practical training is prescribed in addftion to the 
period of study may also be recognised as equivalent to that of a degree, 
provided that the total period of such study and practical training 
is not less than four years. 

(iiij Titles and degrees awarded by Statutory bodies only should 
be considered for the purpose and not titles and degrees awarded 
by non-statutory bodies. 

A question has now arisen whether the following oriental titles/

Biucatlon at Ajmer, Bhubaneswar and Bhopal. The response 
from the Universities has not been very encouraging. It is, 
therefore, requested that if there is no objection, you may 
kindly send a letter to all the Universities asking them to 
take necessary action, as recommended in the Board's Resolutions, 
as early as possible. 

It my also be explained that most of the Universities 
have no integrated courses of content and Methodology at the 
degree level as in the case of Regional Colleges of Education 
and they have no composite degree like 'BSiBEd'. It is, 
therefore, requested that the Universities nfly be asked to 
recognise such degrees of the Regional Colleges of Education 
as equivalent to two separate degrees of theirs for instance 
B.Sc. and B.Ed. or B.Com. and B.Ed. Sipiilarly, the other degrees 
awarded by the Regional Colleges of BSueation are not simply 
B.T. or B.Ed. Degrees* as in the case of other Universities, 
but B.Ed.St. or B.Ed.Com. The Universities,may kindly be asked 
to recognise them as equivalent to the BT/B0d degrees.

Note:— The courses for the above two diplomas are conducted 
at the Rural Institutes and after successful 
completion of courses, the national Council for Rural 
Higher Education awards the dip loma s - 

These diplomas have been recognised by the Board 
from time to time. At the meeting of the Standing 
Cormrittee held on 3rd April 1969, it resolved that 
'in view of the likelihood of those institutions being 
recognised by the respective State universities in 
whose territorial jurisdiction they are situated, it- 
ia recommended thst as an interim measure ad hoc 
equivalence of these diplomas to the M,A, degree for 
purposes of further study may be granted." 

The National Council for Rural Higher Education 
set up a Cui"'"ittee in November 1967 to review the 
progress of the Scheme of the Rural Higher Education 
and suggest ways and means for improving its working. 
The Committee consisted of: Shri G, P.amach&ndran, 

Shri D.P. Singh, Shri T.3, AvirashilingQjn, 

Shri K. Kelappan, Shri K.L. Bordia, and Dr. P.D. Siukla, 

The report of the Committee was published sometime 
in 1970. Four alternatives for the development of the 
Rural Institutes were enunciated bythe Crmnrittee. 
These are: (i) Affiliation to a federal university of 
Rural Higher Education, (ii) Affiliation to the 
Jauaharlal Nehru University, (iii) Continuation of the 
existing aiTanganents with certain imperative modi¬ 
fications and (iv) Affiliation to the neighbouring 
universities. 

The institutes were to chalk out their future 
lines of development in one of the above stated ways 
and. in the order indicated above. 

It is understood that out of the 14 Rural 
Institutes set up, one has ceased functioning. 

Of the 13 institutes that are at presait functioning, 

7 have been affiliated to the university in whose 
territorial jurisdiction they are situated. 

The matter is put for consi derat ion._

University for membership of the Board, Dr, S. Misra and Shri Anjni Ki 
visited the University on 11th and 12th December 19&?. Prof. John cou) 
not join the Committee owing to indisposition. 

The Kanpur University was established in July 1 965 under Ear 
and Meerut Universities Act, This University has been formed out of th 
old Agra University and exercises its Jurisdiction in the districts of 
Allahabad, Fatehpur. Kanpur, Etawah, Farrukhabad, Jhansi", Jalaun,Hari1rp 
Banda, Lucknow, Urmio, RaiK-ireli, Sit spur, Hardoi, Uchimpun-Kheri, and 
Bara Bahki, excepting the area which lies within the limits of the 
Allahabad and Iucknow Universities, The university has acquired necess, 
land on the outskirts of the city and the construction work of the 
university offices and associated buildings has rtiiini’i fnp- fidfr 

The Visiting Committee held discissions with the Vice-Chsor^ 
the Deans ox Facilities and some members of the Executive Council and thi 
Registrar of the university. It also visited the Medical College, the 
Engineering College, the Agricultural College, B.N.S.D, College and D.A, 
College. During discussions with seme of the faculty members, the 
Visiting Comnrfttoe was informed that there is a provision in the Act of 
the university whereby the university shall not be able to recognise foi 
admission to a course of study for a degree as equivalent to its own 
degree, any degree conferred by ary ouher university or an educational 
body except with the pravlous sanction of the Chancellor. The Visiting 
Committee felt that this was a provision which is likely to infringe on 
the autonomy of the university. Xt was suggested that the university- ma 
take st-lps tc get this clause suitably amended. 

The Visiting Committee found that although the university was 
established in 1965, the Academic Council and the Senate have not been 
formed on a regular basis so far, due to some technir-al and adnlnistrati 
difficulties. The university, as such, has not been formally constitute 
in respect of the various authorities. It is hoped th^t the university 
would take steps to constitute these bodies at the earliest opportunity. 

The Visitiig Ccmwittee noted that there is a provision for the 
creation of autonomous colleges, and working men's colleges by the undven 
sity. The Committee felt that these colleges would be constituted after 
careful consideration and examination of the question in all its aspects, 

The Kanpur University has been modelled on the Unas of the 
Agra University Act and is still in a formative stage. The university hE 
started conducting its own examinations only recently. The various bodir 
of the university have yet to be constituted in the prescribed manner. 

- In view of the above facts, the Visiting Cnr™jttee recommends 
that the Kanpur University may be admitted px-uvisiormriy as a member for 
a period of three years in the first instance and during this yor-iod the 
university may impi^ent the suggestions of the Visiting Committee.

The University has bean allotted 220 acres of land by the Btt 
Pradesh Government. 147 acres of land is already in the possession of 
University and the remaining 73 acres is in the process of acquisition 
The University has a budget of Es.15 lakhs for its development in the 
fourth plan period. This money has boon sanctioned by the U.G.C . and 
State Government.

universities and the institution of a Diploma Course of nine month's 
duration in Publishing try a few selected universities.

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Region"'* Book Development Centre in Tndia to start training oourBes 
book publishing and other allied fields. Since the sohpn® involved 
sizeable expenditure (Rs.83 1nVha) 0 n the part of India during the f 
six years exolnding any building oostB and the cost per trainee in t 
soheme was estimated at about Rs.6,000/- the Goveiument did not oona 
it practicable, oving to the difficult financial position, to set up 
proposed Book Development Centre. The Committee noted that the 
Gove .-ament of India vias presently considering a report of the Commit 
set up earlier which reoommended the establishment of an organisation 
unit in the headquarters of the Federation of Publishers and Booksel 
Associations in India to run short-term inservice training courses i 
publishing, bookselling and allied fields, with financial assistance 
from Government of India. 

4. The Committee felt that even after the recommendations of 
above Committee are accepted by the Government and training courses 
were started by the Federation, they would only help in. removing the 
heavy backlog of untrained publishers and booksellers who man our be 
industry and trade today. The basic question of providing a regular 
stream of fresh entrants with professional background in different t 
of book publishing could be resolved only if publishing was introduc 
as a subject to be taught in one form or another by our universitiet 
The Committee noted with interest that the University of Delhi had 
already thought on similar lines end had brought out a pmmphlet on + 
Restructuring of Post-graduate and Under—graduate Courses and Eyorni-r 
which contained amongst others, Courses on (i) Journalism and (ii)Pi 
and Book Production, as introductory professional subjects in the 
illustrated list of courses that might be considered under the sc hen 
Since some courses in Journalism and Printing were already availablt 
the country, the Committee felt that it might concentrate on design: 
course in Publishing only which should cover the publishing of book: 
as well as journals. This would not only provide the course with a 
spiectrum but uould also take care of our journals and periodicals ul 
were also growing in numbers and i^re in need of trained staff. In 
developing country like India, journals and magazines have a specia. 
role as media of diffusion of knowledge and development of the read: 
habit. They are easier to publish, enjoy larger eirculation and th 
cornmeralnlly more easily available than books. 

5. As to the utility of the proposed Course, the Committee f 
that it had a twin purpose. Firstly, the Course was expected to me 
the acuted shortage of trained personnel in the Indian publishing 
industry and would thus help to meet the country's urgent requires®- 
for more and better books and journals. Secondly, it would provide 
useful step towards vocational isIng education and open avenues of 
employment including self-employment for those students who underto 
this Course, They may be employed as j uni or executives in public c 
private printing plants and publishing houses. They may also be 
suitable for employment as editorial/product ion assistants in these 
organisations. In the field of distribution of books and journals, 
there would be a large scop® for such personnel to be employed as E 
assistants/field representatives. They could also act as literary 
literary scouts between authors and pjubl inhere, a practice which ot 
successfully in many important book publishing countries but is 
conspicuous by its absence in indie. The Course also offers oppxart 
for self—employment to those who have some capital for investment. 
They may start their own publishing houses or wholesale distribute 
agencies or retail shop® for books and journals, 

6. The Committee noted that the introductory professional oc 
under consideration ty'thp Delhi University would consist of 0 com 
out of a total of 2A courses. .Thus, an introdudtoiy professional . 
that consisted of S courses would form ohe-thlrd part of the total 
wuii-lcil nm, the r—'"injng two—thirds consisting of Mala language 
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courses (a), courses in general education (2) and core courses (6), 

The Cuiinunttee was of the opj-fHon that where options were available, 
besides the introductory professional courses, the options couls be 
restricted to such courses as were relevant to a particular introduc 
professional course. For example, the History of Indian Literature 
under Part II (Courses in General Education) of the Delhi University 
Scheme, could be a compulsory subject for those who offered Publish! 
as an introductory professional course, 

7* As for the Course in Publishing, the Committee recuromended 

syllabus as at An™=xure 1 , The syllabus consists of three papers of 
100 marks each in (l) Publishing Management ( 2 ) Editing and Productii 
and ( 5 ) Distribution, Each paper has 40 marks for practical troininj 
25 marks for practical work and 15 narks for apprenticeship. In 
addition to the theoretical and practical, courses, the Committee 
suggested film shows on publishing and marketing of books and joumalt 
field trips and visits to publishing houses, book/periodical distri¬ 
bution organisations, printing plants and lihrarios, 

8, The Committee noted that there were not m n-ry books on the 
subject by Indian authors end publishers. The Committee had, therefc 
to lean heavily on standard English and American books on publishing, 
However, in the list of books selected (Anncxure II) the Committee h l 
tried to incorporate as mrmy books as possible nr it ten or published V 
Indians. A list of nine journals - Indian and Foreign - has also bee 
added to Annexure II, 

9, Since there is no regular course in Publishing in J™ii a as 
yet, the Committee realised that it would be difficult to find lectur 
with' degrees and diplomas in Publishing, Hovevor, publishing courses 
are conducted in the United States, Europe and Japan and it might be 
possible to get the teaching personnel from among those Tndinns who b 
attended these foreign courses. Lecturers for teaching Paper II 
(Editing and Production) could be found among those Indians who hold 
good Master's Degree and a Diplctna in Journalism and/or Printing, 
Persons who have sufficient academic background and practical experie 
in large publishing houses and leading organisations distributing 

bo oks/j our rials in India could be utilised for teaching Paper I 
(Publishing Management) and Paper III (Distribution) respectively, 

10, The Committee was of the opinion that the universities whic 
introduced Publishing as a subject in their curriculum should ultlmat 
have their own regular staff for teaching the subject. But till such 
time that such staff is available, the Committee felt that the necess- 
teaching expertise could easily bo obtained from the Federation of 
Publishers & Booksellers Associations in India, The good offices of 
the Federation would also have to be utilised for apprenticeship in 
different aspects of publishing and also for field trips and professii 
visits, 

The Committee was of the opinion that the person incharge o: 
running these courses in the universities should not only be an 
intellectual with sufficient academic background but also an executive 
who would be able to coordinate and supervise the theoretical and 
practical aspects of the course; for, the success of a new course like 
this would largely depend on the dynamism and ability of the Head of 
the Publishing Department* It would be an additional advantage if the 
' He ad of the Department was also familiar with different aspects of 
publishing TnnnrLgenient so that he could also cover the teaching of the 
whole or part of Paper 1,

13. The Committee was informed by the representative of the 
University of Delhi that the University was still engaged in conside 
its original scheme of establishing an Institute of Professional Stui 
to ru:i the introductory profession*)! courses. While the Course in 
Publishing had made progress, the progress on the formulation of 
syllabuses for other courses had not kept pace. The Committee felt 
that the syllabus and the scheme formulated by it can either be a ref 
optional eubject for the Degree Courses or form a separate ninc-montl 
Diplcrnn Course or even as an additional subject, taught for self- 
motivated students as a s<»nHwitch course during three slimmer vacatior 
covering the three years of the Degree Course, 

14. The Committee, therefore, recommended the following alter 
native for a Course in Publishing to be started either by the 
University of Delhi or by some other universityi- 

(1) As an introductory professional course on the lines 
of the scheme formulated by the University of Delhi, 

(2) As an optional subject in the B*A, Degree Course. 

(3) As a Post-graduate nlne^aonth Diploma Course. 

(4) As an additional sandwitch course to be taught in the 
evening or during summer vacations to the undergraduat 
offering a regular degree course in the universities 
and opting for it. 

15. The Committee felt that since the estimated expenditure on 
starting the Course in any one of the above forms would be quite nnmln 
it should be possible for one or two universities to start the oourse 
on an experimental basis.

Keed for such a Course: 

Although India produces a large number of books yet, on th 
basis of its population, the reading matter available per head of the 
reading public is far too low in comparison with similar figures for 
developed countries. Studies by Unesco have established that the 
development of a country owea more to education than even to the 
financial investment, with a constantly growing literary rate and 
population, the need for reading materials v*n grow from year to yoaj 
To cater for this legitimate and essential need, Tjjdia need a 

strong publishing industry for books as well as Journals and a book 
distribution agency* Publishing and book/magazine distribution axe 
specialized subjects and it would meet a national purpose if universii 
lend their assistance to produce young poople to enter this vital line 
The students so trained will be more readily acceptable to the 
profession and further professional training can be imparted by th© 
industry itself through in-service training courses* So fax as univei 
sities are concerned, this will enable thorn to diversify their courses 
and impart to the academic discipline a touch of utilitarian content, 
Studdnts trained thus can find employment more recoily and the acadcmi 
studios to bo imparted on the subject of Book and Journal Publishing a 
Soiling will involve the students in studying bouh the theoretical and 
practical application of economics, commerce, law, accounts, organizat 
and methods universe of knowledge etc. A person taking this course 
may be expected to be a readier person than those confining themselves 
merely to academic and theoretical studies,. The adoption by universit 
of such courses would, therefore, link universities even more closely 
with ilie development of the country, the fitting of individuals to s^r 
out into a profession on their own and the widening of th© horizons 
of the students by opening their minds to the practical application of 
their studies• 

Xt is with this view that the following scheme of studies 
is suggested for the first Degree students in universities.
